The study, made by the Nation- 
al Consumers Tax Commission, de- 
clared California residents con- 
tribute an estimated $693,544,941 
annually to local, state and nation- 
al governments. 

“About 63 per cent of the state’s 
enormous tax burden, or nearly 
437 million dollars, is paid un- 
knowingly by the every-day con- 
sumer, declared Mrs. James E. 
Wales of Berkeley, California, 
member of the commisson’s na- 
tional committee, through whom 
the survey was made public. 

“The.average shopper, whether 
it’s a woman buying groceries or @ 
hair-do, or a man after a pack of 
cigarettes, ccntributes a share of 
the hidden tax larder through 
higher prices that includ: even the 
necessities of life.” 

The commission, conducting a 
non-political crusade by the wo- 
men of the country against hidden 
taxes that “ponalize the consum- 
er”, found the California per cap- 
ita tax load is equal to the federal 
income tax on a $7,500 yearly in- 
come, 

Mrs. Wales, widely known civic 
and club worker, who recently was 
named to lead the anti-tax crusade 
in California, declared hundreds of 
commission units already are ac- 
tive in the fight. A drive is being
